I Waltham Forest is not a soft touch.

Fly-tippers, litterbugs, graffiti 
artists and people who allow 
their dogs to foul are to be 
targeted by a new team of 
enforcement officers. 

The new team was set up 
by Waltham Forest Council as 
part of its Wiping Out Enviro- 
Crime campaign in response 
to residents’ concerns about 
environmental crimes in the 
borough, which costs us all 
more than £1 million a year to 
clear up. 

The eight new officers will 
focus on fly-tipping hotspots 
and will work until midnight to 
deal with fly-tippers and other 
offenders who traditionally 
commit their offences under the 
cover of darkness. 

Our residents told us they 
were sick of people using our 
streets as a dumping ground, so 
we’ve taken action. 

In the last year the Council 
has successfully prosecuted or 
fined, more than 700 people for 
offences ranging from fly-tipping 
to littering, and we expect that 
figure to increase now we’ve got 
these extra officers in place. 

The message we want to 
send out is that Waltham Forest 


is not a soft touch and crimes 
such as fly-tipping, littering 
and dog fouling will not be 
tolerated here. 

The Council’s enforcement 
service was restructured last 


year. The shake up saw the 
abolition of the Street Warden 
service, the introduction of eight 
new enforcement officers and 
the Council part-funding 10 new 
police officers.

Gardens bring out the 
best in people. Working 
in the gardens at the 
Waltham Forest Register 
Office in Grove Road for 
some years, we have 
noticed more community 
interest in the gardens. 
Kind residents donate 
spare plants and bags of soil, and volunteer to 
take entrance money for the National Garden 
Scheme on Spring Bank Holidays. Each year 
the generosity of garden visitors enables the 
donations to NGS Cancer Charities to increase. 

Creating an established garden has been difficult as 
most of the flowerbeds are shallow (including buried 
church building foundations in the rear garden!). It 
is not easy to dig so plants have been grown from 
cuttings, finding root run through the hardcore. Local 
gardeners have developed an interest in the survival 
and growth of these plants. 

If you see a gardener, stop 
and talk for a few moments, 
it can be lonely with just the 
birds and plants to talk to! 

The environment has benefited through the garden 
too. Fifteen years ago when weeding the beds we 
regularly retrieved large amounts of litter, bottles, 
cans and paper. Litter has now diminished, whether 
through extra Council litter bins or that the gardens 
have matured with few bare patches. However we 
do have vandals!. Foxes regularly raid local bins and 
bring waste food into the garden to eat, leaving the 
wrappings behind. Other wildlife has proliferated and 
we now have birds, hedgehogs, rare moths, butterflies, 
hoverflies and many frogs in the rear garden. 

Hopefully Open Days have encouraged families to 
grow their own plants and look at the wildlife. 

Young visitors learn how to plant seeds and take 
cuttings. We hope this continues to be encouraged in 
school as well - maybe they could use the garden for 
nature study? 

The front garden is walked through by many people 
and, we hope, provides a pleasant interlude while 
going to appointments and registrations. However, 
many visitors walk past as if we were invisible. So 
please, if you see a gardener, stop and talk for a few 
moments, it can be lonely with just the birds and 
plants to talk to!

Waltham Forest Council 
has today pledged to 
better support members 
of the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgender 
(LGBT) community in 
Waltham Forest. 

The announcement came 
as the authority published 


a new report, which claims 
many LGBT residents 
“passed as straight” in their 
everyday life to avoid the 
threat of harassment or 
personal attack. 

“Over the last few months, 
we have undertaken one 
of the largest surveys of 


its kind in the country, 
specifically targeting our 
LGBT community to find out 
how we can better support 
their needs,” said Cllr Marie 
Pye, Cabinet Member for 
Communities and Housing. 

“The report has 
established where we need 
to work to help the LGBT 
community to thrive and 
improve their experience 
of working and living in 
the borough.” 

Among the suggestions 
made in the report are 
providing more information 
about how people can 
report hate crime and 
providing more opportunities 
to celebrate the LGBT 
community locally.

Council and church compromise 
over noise complaint 


A church which appealed 
against a Council noise 
abatement notice has 
struck a compromise deal 
with the Council. 

Xxxxxxxxxx xxxxxx xxxx 
xxxxxx xxxxx xxxxx xxxxxx 
xxxxxx xxxxxx xxxx, was 
issued with a noise abatement 
notice on 5 May last year, 
ordering it to ‘take such steps 
as necessary to prevent the 
playing of amplified sound 
and drums at an excessive 
volume’ after neighbours 


complained about the noise 
coming from the building 
during worship. 

The church appealed and at 
a case heard at Snaresbrook 
Crown Court on 8 February, 
the judge encouraged the 
church and the Council to 
negotiate a compromise 
rather than proceed with a full 
hearing. As a result the church 
has agreed to abide by the 
original notice and will also 
install a sound limiter 
by 31 May. 


The case arose after 
the church leaders invited 
Waltham Forest Council’s 
noise team to assess the 
noise coming from the 
church in October 2007. 
Unfortunately an amicable 
solution could not be reached 
and the Council was forced 
to issue a noise abatement 
notice in May 2009 after 
receiving complaints from 
residents. 

The church appealed 
against the noise abatement 
notice to Waltham Forest 
Magistrates’ Court, but the 
appeal was thrown out. The 
church then appealed to the 
Crown Court where the judge 
suggested both sides reach a 
compromise.

• Senior police meet Waltham Forest Council to discuss borough’s appeal 
for more officers 

• Officers say they will look at issues such as gangs and violent crime 


Senior police officers 
have held face-to-face 
talks with Waltham Forest 
Council’s leader and 
chief executive over the 
borough’s campaign for 
more police officers. 

Assistant Commissioner 
for Territorial Policing Ian 
McPherson and Newham 
borough commander Tim 
Bracken met Cllr Chris 
Robbins and chief executive 
Andrew Kilburn at the Town 
Hall on 11 February. 

They agreed to look at the 
specific issues facing Waltham 
Forest such as gangs and 
violent crime. 


Cllr Robbins led a 
delegation of residents to the 
Metropolitan Police Authority 
Meeting on January 28 to 
present a 7,100 petition calling 
on its Chair, Mayor of London 
Boris Johnson, to increase the 
number of police officers in 
Waltham Forest by 120. 

In August last year the 
Council launched its “We’re 
Calling For Back Up” 
campaign to address the 
shortfall in police numbers in 
the borough. 

Waltham Forest has the 
highest rate of serious crime 
in London and recorded a 
5.9 per cent increase in total 


crime between November 
2008 and November 2009, 
when London as a whole saw 
a 1.7 per cent decrease in 
total crime. 

But despite these statistics, 
the borough has relatively low 
levels of policing compared 
with boroughs which have 
similar crime profiles. 

Hackney has virtually the 
same amount of serious 
crime, but 195 police officers 
more than Waltham Forest. 

In December last year, 
Waltham Forest Council 
announced it was part¬ 
funding 10 new police officers 
to deal with gang related 
violence, work in schools and 
reinforcing the High Street 
Safer Neighbourhood Team. 
This will cost £400,000.

The army officers helped 
deliver quite a topical lesson 
to Year 9 engineering 
students on 9 February; 
tasking them to build 
temporary bridges - 
a feat many a Royal Engineer 
found themselves tackling 


last year when several villages 
in the country were isolated 
during floods. 

The following day, officers 
from the Royal Air Force 
also paid Frederick Bremer a 
visit, this time specifically to 
demonstrate the wide array of 
careers available in the RAF 
for women. 

On the day, female pupils 
were given a presentation 
about what life is like in 
the RAF, and took part in a 
question and answer session. 

Corporal Paul Messer, of 
the RAF, said: “The armed 
forces, or indeed engineering 
as a whole, can sometimes 
be thought of as quite a 
male-dominated industry but 
that’s not the case. 

“The skills that students 
can learn at school these 
days can set them in great 
stead for a creative career in 
engineering, male or female. 

“If the RAF can 


demonstrate some of the 
more exciting aspects of 
engineering and perhaps get 
more young people involved, 
then it’s a good thing.” 

Year 9 pupil Aida, added: 
“One of the best things 
about Frederick Bremer is 
the equipment and facilities 
we’ve got for lessons like 
engineering and construction. 
It’s great to be able to have a 
real hands-on experience 
in class. 

“It’s funny, you think of the 
army and RAF and you think 
of men. Today was really 
good to open up our eyes, 
teach us to work together as 
a team and let us see that the 
option is there for girls, too.”

C hildren from Larkswood 

Primary School were recently 
treated to a drama session 
about how hard it can be for 
members of their families to stop 
smoking. With the help of actors 
and a six foot cigarette called 
'Coughing Colin', the youngsters 
watched the performance and then 
asked questions about why people 
start smoking and how hard it can 
be to stop. 

NHS Waltham Forest Stop 
Smoking Service has also joined 
forces with the Chingford school to 
hold a new stop smoking group, 
starting this week, for relatives of 
pupils, and other smokers in the 
community, who want to take the 
first step to being smokefree for 
themselves and their families. 

The group will meet for seven 
weeks, starting this Saturday, 27 
February, from 10-11.30am. It is 
open to anyone over the age of 
12 connected to the school, parents/ 
carers, staff, relatives and local 
residents. 

Smokers attending the group 
will receive four weeks nicotine 
replacement (e.g. patches, gums or 


inhalators) free of charge, plus a 
further eight weeks on prescription. 
The Stop Smoking Service has also 
been visiting the school playground 
to talk to parents and carers about 
the new group and about what 
help and support is available to 
smokers. 

This year's No Smoking Day is on 
Wednesday 10 March. There's no 
better time to get the free help and 
support that's available in 
Waltham Forest and finally 
break free from an 
expensive, unhealthy habit. 

Last year's No Smoking Day 
2009 saw an impressive 
900,000 people kick the habit, 
so with the support of your 
local Stop Smoking Team, why 
not be one of them this year.

One of the main ways we 
want to get more from the 
2012 Olympic & Paralympic 
Games is to ensure our 
residents can get to and 
from the Olympic Park 
quickly, easily and safely. 

To make this happen, 
the Council is currently

Police bust closes 
drug den 

Police closed a suspected Walthamstow drug house as part 
of an operation to clamp down on drug-fuelled anti-social 
behaviour in the area. 

The raid happened after increasing concerns from residents 
about the high levels of crime and anti-social behaviour 
emanating from the xxxxxxxx xxxxxxx xxxxxx xxxxxxx xxxxxxx 
xxxxxxx xxxxx, which is operating as a pound shop. 

This is the second venue of its type that has been closed 
by the High Street Safer Neighbourhood Team after it targeted 
xxxxxxxx xxxxxxxxx xxxxxxxx xxxxx, with partners from 
Operation Trident and Waltham Forest Council’s Anti-Social 
Behaviour team on 20 November last year.

Nearly 300 cases of anti-social behaviour were dealt with by 
Waltham Forest last year. 

Officers secured 10 Anti-Social Behaviour Orders in court, 
issued 36 Acceptable Behaviour Contracts and issued 240 
official warnings to people about their behaviour. 

Anti-social behaviour is aggressive, intimidating and 
unpleasant behaviour that affects another person’s quality of 
life. Waltham Forest Council and its partners are determined 
to stamp it out and improve the quality of life for all borough 
residents.

Stop and search 

Young people from Waltham Forest have started monitoring 
stop and search patrols as part of a scheme designed to 
reduce tension between police and communities. 

The groundbreaking scheme, run by the Council, saw 
members of the borough’s Youth Independent Advisory Group 
train the police’s Territorial Support Group in conducting the 
searches in a less confrontational way. 

The young people, aged between 14 and 19, also observed 
police officers carrying out the stops and provided feedback 
on ways the procedures could be improved.

Warning over 
contaminated drugs 

• First case of anthrax in England confirmed in London heroin user 

• Doctors say it is ‘extremely’ unlikely that the disease will spread 


The first case of anthrax 
in England has been 
confirmed in a heroin 
user from London, 
following a number of 
deaths amongst drug 
users in Scotland. 

Several people have died 
north of the border from 
anthrax, which was believed 
to have come from using 
contaminated heroin. 

Doctors say there is little risk 
to the general population and 
the disease can be treated 
by antibiotics, but are urging 
heroin users to minimise the 
risk of accidental poisoning 


by seeking treatment from 
drug agencies to help them 
kick their habit. 

Those that cannot, or 
will not, quit are being 
warned to keep a close 
eye out for symptoms of 
anthrax infection. 

The symptoms include: 
severe swelling or redness 
around a wound, severe flu 
like symptoms, and pain 
around areas that have 
already been injected. Anyone 
who has developed these 
symptoms should contact 
their GP immediately. 

Anthrax is a rare and 


serious bacterial infection 
that is acquired when spores 
of the anthrax bacterium 
get into the body. 

The spores can be found in 
soil but may also be present 
in contaminated supplies of 
street drugs. 

Drug users may become 
infected through injecting 
the contaminated drugs 
into the skin and muscles or 
through injecting the drugs 
into the bloodstream. 

It may also be possible to 
become infected through the 
lungs by inhaling or smoking 
contaminated drugs. 


How to reduce your risk 
of getting the infection: 

• There is no way to tell if 
a supply of heroin (or other 
drugs) is contaminated 
with anthrax. 

• Drug users currently in drug 
treatment should stop using 
heroin altogether. 

• Heroin users not in drug 
treatment should stop using 
heroin if possible and talk 
to a doctor or someone at a 
drug service about starting 
on a prescribed alternative 
drug (such as methadone 
or buprenorphine) or other 
treatment options. 

• If a person is going to 
continue to use heroin then 
they should always use a 
clean needle and syringe and 
contact a doctor immediately 
if they show signs of infection.

• Arrange for any abusive, obscene or 
threatening graffiti to be removed within 
one working day of it being reported to us 

If the problem is an obvious one, we may be 
able to sort it out easily. For example, if you 
tell us about an overgrown, rubbish-filled 
garden we can go round and check. Our 
anti-social behaviour officers or highways 
enforcement officers will tell the other person 
to get it cleaned up and take whatever action 
is needed.

Gas Safety checks 

It is extremely important that gas appliances are inspected and 
serviced at least once a year. This is to make sure that they work 
safely and efficiently and are not a cause of danger to you, your 
family or your neighbours. As well as keeping you and your 
neighbours safe from carbon monoxide poisoning or gas explosions, 
having your gas appliances serviced every year can also save you 
money by making sure the appliances are working efficiently. 

Also, please be aware that if you have let your property you, as 
landlord, are subject to the Gas Safety (Installation and use) 
Regulations 1998, which state that it is a legal requirement that you 
carry out an annual gas safety check to all gas appliances within 
your ownership. 

The ‘Gas Safe Register’ has replaced CORGI in Great Britain and 
the Isle of Man. The register exists to protect you, your family, and 
your property from dangerous gas work. By law, anyone carrying 
out work on gas installations and appliances in your home must be 
on the Gas Safe Register.
